Since 
the passing of this Act, the persons sentenced to imprisonment from these 
several Courts have been transmitted to the sheriffs' bridewells and county 
gaols, in which they receive support in the same manner as the poor pri- 
soners of the county. And although the corporations and lords of these 
franchises are required by the Act to refund the expense to the county, this 
has been in no instance done. The amount of expense, therefore, cannot 
be separated from the general accounts of the county gaols, and fails on 
the county at large.
